Section 1,085 of The Greater New York Charter pro- 
vides as follows : 

* ' The Board of Education shall, between the first day 
of August and the thirtieth day of November in each 
year, make and transmit to the Mayor of The City of 
New York a report in writing, bearing date on the 
thirty-first day of July next preceding, stating the whole 
number of schools within their jurisdiction, especially 
designating the schools for colored children ; the schools 
or societies from which reports shall have been made to 
the Board of Education, within the time limited for that 
purpose ; the length of time such school shall have been 
kept open ; the amount of public money apportioned or 
appropriated to said school or society, the number 
taught in each school, the whole amount of money drawn 
from the City Chamberlain for the purposes of public 
education during the year ending at the date of their 
report, distinguishing the amount received from the 
general fund of the State and from all other sources ; the 
manner in which such moneys shall have been ex- 
pended," etc. 
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6 BOARD OF EDUCA TION 

In accordance with the provisions of this section, the 
Board of Education .has the honor to transmit the follow- 
ing report, showing the operations of the Department of 
Education for the school year ending on this date. 

In this connection it should be observed that the De- 
partment of Education of The City of New York did 
not come into existence until February i , 1 898 ; that the 
several School Boards did not organize until the 9th of 
February, and the Board of Education not until the 21st 
of February. In the Boroughs of Manhattan and The 
Bronx, and in the Borough of Brooklyn, the School 
Boards are the former Boards of Education continued, 
and, consequently, there was no break in the continuity 
of administration. In the Boroughs of Queens and of 
Richmond, however, the School Boards took the place 
of a large number of boards of trustees, etc., having 
jurisdiction in the numerous school districts existing in 
these Boroughs prior to consolidation. In these 
Boroughs, therefore, it has not been found practicable 
to present statistics for the entire school year 1897-98. 

By Section 1,101 of the Charter the School Boards 
are required to make annual reports to the Board of 
Education '* of such matters as the Board of Education 
may, by its by-laws or regulations, require.** 

In conformity with this section, the Board of Educa- 
tion on October 26, 1898, adopted an amendment to its 
by-laws providing as follows : 

" Each School Board shall, on or before the thirty-first 
day of July in each year, make and transmit to the 
Board of Education an annual report stating the whole 
number of schools within its jurisdiction during the 
school year then ending, specially designating the schools 
for colored children; the number of teachers; the num- 
ber of pupils registered in each school and the average 
attendance ; the number of high schools and of training

schools for teachers, with the number of teachers, the 
total register and average attendance at each, and the 
number graduated therefrom ; the number of evening 
schools, with the register of pupils and average attend- 
ance, specially designating the evening high schools ; the 
schools registered with the Regents of the University 
of the State of New York ; the number of centres at 
which free lectures for workingmen and workingwomen 
were given, the number of such lectures, and the total 
attendance at the same; the corporate schools from 
which reports have been made to the Board of Educa- 
tion through the School Board, the number of teachers 
and the attendance at each such school, and the amount 
of money distributed to each ; the amount of the Gen- 
eral School Fund apportioned for use within the juris- 
diction of the School Board, and the manner in which it 
was expended ; and such recommendations, especially in 
respect to new school buildings and sites, as the School 
Board may sec fit to make.*' 

Full compliance with this provision is, of course, im- 
possible for the last school year ; and on this account, 
and for the reasons above set forth, the Annual Report 
of the Board of Education for the year ending July 31, 
1898, is somewhat imperfect.

The importance of speedily finishing the construction 
of school buildings under way, the completion of which 
has been interrupted by the bond limit complications, 
cannot be over-estimated. The delays already charge- 
able to that cause will find school-houses that should 
have been ready for occupancy at the beginning of the 
next school year still far from completion, the conse- 
quence of which will be that accommodations that other- 
wise would have been available for children who will re- 
quire them, will not be ready. It is therefore urged 
that the Board of Estimate and Apportionment take such 
steps as are possible under the law to provide the neces- 
sary funds for the completion, heating and furnishing of 
these buildings. 

It is also respectfully recommended that steps be 
taken to make available funds that are necessary before 
the erection of school buildings can be begun on sites 
now in possession of the Board of Education.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 

Nautical Schoolship " St. Mary's/' 

New Y ORYL, January i8, 1899. 

Hon. John G. Agar, 

Chairman Executive Committee on Nautical School. 

Sir : I have the honor to submit the following report 
of the operations of the Nautical School from January i, 
1898, to April 22, 1898, and from November i to Decem- 
ber 31, 1898 : 

January 6, 1898, Lieutenant John McDonald, U. S. N., 
was detached from duty on the Schoolship by order of 
the Navy Department. 

January 13, 1898, Lieutenant George R. Evans, U. S. N., 
was ordered to duty as Senior Instructor. 

February i, 1898, Ensign George B. Bradshaw,U. S. N., 
was detached from duty on the Schoolship by order of 
the Navy Department. 

April 5, 1898, Lieutenant George R. Evans, U. S. N., 
was detached and ordered to active service. 

April 13, 1898, Lieutenant C. M. Knepper, U. S. N., 
Executive Officer, was detached and ordered to active 
service. 

April 22, 1898, Lieutenant-Commander W. H. Reeder, 
Superintendent, was detached and ordered to active 
service. 

On that day the ship, by order of the Chairman of the 
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Executive Committee, with all her appurtenances, stores, 
«tc., was turned over to Lieutenant E. S. Jacob, U. S. N., 
retired. 

November i, 1898, Commander W. H. Reeder, U. S. N., 
was ordered by the Navy Department as command- 
ing officer of the Schoolship, and was the same day ap- 
pointed Superintendent of the Nautical School. 

November i, 1898, Lieutenant C. M. Knepper, U. S. N., 
reported for duty as Executive Officer of the School- 
ship. 

November 3, 1898, Lieutenant H. A. Wiley, U. S. N., 
reported for duty as Instructor. 

The regular course in English branches and special 
instruction in navigation, compass, sailmaking, knotting 
and splicing were carried on until the close of the winter 
term, March 31. The Junior Instructor having been 
detached February i, only two line officers were left to 
carry on the regular instruction, in addition to their 
other duties, as the Superintendent was detailed for duty 
on the Auxiliary Cruiser Board, in addition to his duties 
on the Schoolship. 

During the summer, the Schoolship was in charge of 
Lieutenant Howard Patterson, N. Y. Naval Militia, who 
was appointed Acting Superintendent. His report is 
on the files of the Board.* 

The winter term commenced November i, and the 
regular instruction has been carried on since that date. 
Special attention has been paid to mathematics, and so 
far the result has been very gratifying, especially in the 
upper sections. Applicants for admission seem to be 
more deficient in that branch than in any other. The 
large number of withdrawals is due to the fact that a

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number of the boys seek admission for the purpose of 
making the summer cruise and then leaving. To obviate 
this, it has been decided to have all applicants for admis- 
sion sign an agreement that they will serve the full term 
unless discharged. All graduates can be provided with 
positions on steamers and ships sailing out of this port, 
and their advancement is assured, if they merit it by 
their attention to duty, etc. The school is in a flourish- 
ing condition, and has a larger attendance at this time of 
the year than for several years past. The character and 
conduct of the boys are such as to merit great praise, 
and, with a few exceptions, they are exerting every 
effort to take advantage of the generous provision made 
by The City of New York for their education and train- 
ing. 

The majority of the people living in New York do not 
understand the great advantage offered to their sons in 
this school. The idea still obtains in some quarters that 
it is a reformatory ; but I am glad to say this is disap- 
pearing. There is no school to-day in the City of 
Greater New York, public or private, where the disci- 
pline, morale, etc., are higher than in the Nautical School. 
This must necessarily be so, for the boys are at all times, 
day and night, under the supervision of officers of the 
Navy, with the exception of Saturday night and Sunday, 
when those whose parents reside in the city are per- 
mitted to go to their homes.

report of lieutenant patterson. 

New York Nautical Schoolship "St. Mary's," 

New York City, October 15, 1898^ 
Hon. John G. Agar, 

Chairman Executive Committee on Nautical School^ 
Board of Education, New York City. 

Dear Sir : I respectfully submit the following report 
of the summer s cruise and the work of the Nautical 
Schoolship St. Mary's : 

Upon assuming command of the ship, on May 10 last,. 
I found that the Executive Officer and the two watch 
officers had been detached by the Secretary of the Navy 
and ordered on war duty. As the two junior officers 
not only acted as instructors in the English branches and 
in professional work, but performed their duties as deck 
officers as well, the appointment in their places of 
Messrs. James D. Laird and Isidor L. Ach (two teach- 
ers from the New York City public schools) by the 
Board of Education provided for only a small part of the 
many and varied services required of the former officers^ 



I 
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Realizing the impossibility of securing regular line 
officers owing to the war, I made shift to carry on the 
prescribed work of the ship and the education of the four 
sections of cadets by taking personal charge of the first 
or graduating class, and I placed the two civilian teach- 
ers and the ship's surgeon, Dr. Robert Smart, in charge 
of the other three sections respectively. 

Being without a single companion line officer to act as 
executive, I was obliged to do all this officer's work in 
addition to my other duties; to establish discipline and 
routine; to personally superintend the preparation for 
sea; to break in the seventy new cadets; to direct all 
drills ; to teach the science of navigation to my section, 
and to arrange and supervise the instruction given to 
the other sections. 

The ship left her dock in New York City on the morn- 
ing of June 8, and proceeded to Oyster Bay, L, 1., where 
she remained until the first part of July, being put in 
suitable condition for an ocean cruise, and where the 
cadets were made familiar with their duties aloft and on 
deck. 

During this interval I succeeded in obtaining the serv- 
ices of Mr. Henry Campling as Executive Officer on the 
ship, and his appointment as such was confirmed by the 
Board of Education. Mr. Campling reported for duty 
on July I, and two daj's later was taken sick, and to a 
great extent was incapacitated for duty. In fact, he was 
more or less prostrated during all the month that he re- 
mained on board. 

Leaving Oyster Bay, the ship cruised the Sound to 
the eastward, the cadets being drilled in handling sail 
and working ship, and then went into New London, 
Conn. In this port we were detained for two weeks be- 
yond the time set for our departure, owing to continu- 
ous and heavy fog. In fact, the amount of fog experi- 
enced during the months of July and August is unprece- 
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dented, according to statistics of this part of the Atlantic ' 
coast. 

After leaving New London, the cadets were given a 
. taste of off-shore cruising by day and night, and two 
days later the ship made Newport, R. I., where quite a 
stay was made owing to fog. Here, on August 5, Mr. 
Campling resigned owing to his physical condition, and 
from that date, up to the termination of the cruise, the 
brunt of all deck duties again devolved on me; but I 
relieved them to some extent by appointing the boat- 
swain, Mr, Dreilick, as acting executive officer. 

It had been my intention to make a cruise to Bermuda, 
but in the absence of at least one regular line officer to 
divide the watches with me at sea, I gave up the idea of 
going foreign and decided to keep to the coast. 

During our stay in Newport much profit was derived 
by the cadets from their experience in visiting the U. S. 
Naval Training Station, where several hundred appren- 
tices are quartered ; also the torpedo station. At the 
latter place permission was obtained for them to visit 
the many workshops, and they were instructed in the 
mechanisms and operations of various types of engines, 
and the graduating section of the St. Marys were es- 
pecially favored by an invitation which was accepted to 
go for an afternoon's trip on the Stiletto, and were shown 
the way in which these destroyers are handled. 

While in the above port, Rear Admiral Luce, Com- 
modore Kautz, Commanders Stockton and McGowan, 
Lieutenant Commander McLean and Lieutenant Little, 
of the training ship Constellation, several times visited 
the St. Mary's to witness our system of instruction. 

After leaving Newport, the St. Mary's cruised to the I 
westward through Long Island Sound, and the cadets 
were practised in working the ship at night as well as 
day, and in the observance of the rules of the road under 
all conditions. 
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The next and last port made was Glen Cove, L. I.^ 
where study and drills, boat exercise under oars and 
sail, drill aloft, marlinspike work, navigation, etc., etc., 
were prosecuted ceaselessly, as they had been in all other 
ports. It is to be explained that from the day that I 
took command, up to the return of the ship from her 
cruise, the studies of the sections in spelling, reading, 
history, arithmetic, geography, composition and punc- 
tuation were incessantly maintained, in addition to all 
the professional work. 

Following is shown the curriculum of studies which I 
established upon taking command, and which has been 
indulged in during the present year :

In closing I may add that my idea in introducing 
naval drills in the curriculum is that the graduates of 
the St. Mary's may not only be prepared for duty as 
efficient officers of merchant ships, but that in a time of 
emergency, like unto our late war with Spain, the naval 
authorities may find in them a body of bright young 
American sailors conversant with naval routine and de- 
serving of commissions as junior line officers.

Sir : I have the honor to submit the following report 
relative to the sanitary condition of the ship and of the 
health of the cadets and crew during the summer cruise 
just ended. 

The ship is at present in almost as good sanitary con- 
dition as it is possible to keep her. Having been built 
years ago, she lacks many appliances now found in the 
more modern vessels for the health and convenience of 
their crews. 

The cadets sleep in hammocks on the gun deck, which 
in summer, with the ports open, gives a pleasant berth, 
the galley fires being always extinguished at sufficient 
time before ■' taps " to cool off the forward part of the 
deck. The crew and ship's company use the berth deck 
for their quarters; this deck is below the water level 
and is only ventilated by means of wind sails led through 
the hatches and by the open dead-light ports while at 
anchor. 

During the winter both decks, as well as the school- 
rooms on the spar deck, are steam heated by a small 
donkey boiler forward on the berth deck. 

The facilities for washing are excellent; in summer 
the boys prefer the sea bathing when in ports where the 
water will permit, and in winter wash-houses are built 
on the spiir deck forward of those used for school pur- 
poses; these are heated by steam, and there is at all 
times an abundance of hot water for bathing. 

The only place aboard which in winter is not heated 
is the "head." This place, situated far forward on the 
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spar deck, has a covering, but it is far from sufficient to 
exclude the rain or snow of the inclement winter 
months, and it is here that many of the severe bronchial 
affections aboard during the winter have their origin. 
The " head " has been at all times kept scrupulously 
clean : the sinks being in the hot summer months fre- 
quently flushed and afterwards dusted with chloride of 
lime or other disinfectant three times daily. 

I should respectfully recommend, however, that the 
canvas conductor from the sinks to the water be replaced 
in some way by metal, as from constant use it becomes 
permeated, so that at times during the hot weather, even 
though the sinks be quite clean, there is a perceptible 
odor from it. 

The ship's water tanks were cleaned and filled with 
New York City water before leaving there. Water 
from the New London supply was purchased at that 
port, and again at Newport the empty tanks were re- 
filled. On each occasion the tanks were well cleaned 
before taking any fresh water. The ship carries an 
ample water supply, having 37 tanks, all well cemented, 
containing an average of 575 gallons each. This allows 
over six gallons daily for all aboard for thirty days with- 
out renewing the supply. In no case has any sickness 
aboard been attributed to the water. 

One of the greatest drawbacks aboard is the want of 
a proper place for the isolation of any sickness rendering 
the precaution necessary. This was plainly manifested 
last April when three cases of diphtheria developed 
owing to the fact, that though the first case was isolated(in 
the best manner at command, ;'. e., forward on the berth 
deck by a canvas screen) as soon as it was suspected, it 
was impossible to keep other inquisitive cadets from 
him. The present dispensary is entirely too small to use 
for any such purpose. 
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In closing this sanitary portion of my report I need 
only add that I have at all weekly inspections, and in- 
deed at all other times, found the ship to be kept, as far 
as it is possible to keep her, in perfect sanitary con- 
dition. 

During the cruise there has been an average of 105 
persons aboard, and of this number an average of 1.2 
persons have daily figured on the sick list and 2.4 on the 
excused list of the ship. 

Of those sick, the average duration of their illness has 
been 3.5 days, while the average length of "excused 
duty *' for those excused for injury was 4.8 days. 

The ailments treated, as a rule, have been such as were 
induced by some indiscretion of the cadet himself ; being 
chiefly bronchitis, pleurisy (one of the two cases of this 
disease developing before the cadet came aboard, in 
New London), and later while at Glen Cove a small 
epidemic of diarrhoea and colic, due to the cadets* over- 
indulgence in green fruit while ashore on liberty. The 
ship, I am glad to say, has been exceptionally free from 
venereal disease ; this is probably due to the prompt dis- 
missal of the only case that presented itself for treatment. 
Fearing lest other cases might have developed, and the 
cadets expecting expulsion should they appear at the 
sick bay for treatment, on several occasions examinations 
as to the physical development of the cadets were made 
which might reveal any disease of this character, but no 
case was found. 

One case of epilepsy developed while aboard ; this boy 
was sent home. 

Only two accidents of any import occurred — one a 
dislocation downwards of the humerus; the other a 
simple fracture of the radius : both cases mended rap- 
idly.

The health of the cadets has been good ; this may be 
seen from the above account of the small amount of 
sickness aboard, but probably it may be more strikingly 
illustrated by a statement of the additional weight and 
strength gained by those cadets recently joined and who 
are enjoying the benefits of a regTiIar sea routine for the 
first time. These boys, most of whom joined the ship 
about May i, were at that time weighed, and a reweigh- 
ing of them recently shows them to be 484.5 pounds 
heavier than at entrance. This gives an average gain of 
10.5 to each cadet. There were only three cases of 
" weight lost " amongst these new boys, and of these two 
had at different times figured on the sick list.

Those cadets losing weight were fortunate in not doing 
so to the same extent; these three cadets lost but 8 
pounds amongst them. 

The gain in weight and proportionate strength is of 
course partly due to the fact that the cadets enter the 
school at an age when they begin to develop rapidly; 
but it is due to a still greater extent to the systematic 
daily routine which they have to line up to aboard 
ship. 

The food has been exceptionally good this summer, 
being plain, but varied and nutritious. Fresh meats are 
served out on an average of four times a week, and fresh 
vegetables or the best canned stuffs are found at every 
meal. 

The water has been good and abundant ; on but one 
occasion was the water found to be tainted, and the tank 
was immediately disconnected and put out of use. But 
one case of typhoid fever has occurred since last De- 
cember (that case occurring on board during the winter) 
— an exceptionally small percentage. 

In closing I beg to call your attention to the faithful 
work of Mr. Meredith Strong, who came aboard last 
July, by the permission of the Board of Education, in 
the capacity of apothecary. He has been most zealous 
in his work and in his accuracy in dispensing drugs, and 
by his careful attention to nursing the sick he has not 
only been of great assistance to me but has endeared 
himself to all aboard.

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REPORT OF ASSOCIATE SUPERINTENDENT ELGAS. 

New York, September 27, 1898. 

Hon. John Jasper, 

Superintendent of Schools, 

Boroughs of Manhattan and The Bronx. 

Dear Sir: In accordance with the request of the 
Committee on Nautical School of the Board of Educa- 
tion, and your instructions, I visited the Schoolship St. 
Mary's on Friday last, September 23. 

With a view to its thorough inspection, as Associate 
Superintendent in charge of said ship I requested Sup- 
erintendent Stewart to accompany me, he having been 
with me on a former occasion. The visit to the ship and 
the inspection of the same required the entire day. 

The ship was anchored at Glen Cove, L. I. We were 
met at the New York Yacht Club float by one of the 
boats of the ship, commanded by the gunner's mate and 
the Captain's crew of six picked men, who lost no time 
in rowing us to the ship, where we were cordially re- 
ceived by Captain Patterson and his oiBcers, and the 
cadets, drawn up in line. 

After a brief address by the Associate Superintendent 
in charge, we examined the ship itself in all its parts, and 
found everything in the best possible condition. Al- 
though the day was gloomy, the decks were exceedingly 
clean, and everything showed that great care had been 
exercised in even the slightest detail. The condition of 
the ship was very much better than at any previous 
visit on our part. 

You will remember that shortly after the declaration 
of war by our Government, last April, all the officers 
except the surgeon, Dr. Robert Smart, were detailed to 
other duty, and the Committee was confronted with the 
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problem of either closing the school or of finding tem- 
porary officers and instructors. At this juncture the 
services of Captain Howard Patterson, of the New York 
Nautical College, were secured, and two of our substi- 
tute teachers, Mr, James D, Laird and Mr. Isidor Ach, 
were appointed as instructors. 

We found the school divided into four sections: the 
highest, a graduating class, containing seventeen (17) 
young men ; the second section, eighteen (18) ; the third, 
twenty-four (24), and the fourth, thirteen (13), making a 
total of seventy-two cadets. They were examined in 
navigation, astronomy, trigonometry, geometry, the 
rules of commerce, arithmetic, geography, history and 
English. 

The classes were very much better graded than at our 
last visit; the boys were more uniformly drilled in their 
work, and showed considerable intelligence along the 
lines of study in which they had been engaged. We also 
saw the boys in many drill exercises other than those of 
the classroom. 

The discipline and spirit of the school are very much 
improved. We were exceedingly pleased with all that 
we saw. A complete revolution has been wrought in 
the organization and administration of the school by the 
efforts of Captain Patterson. 

We would deeply regret his resignation from the posi- 
tion he holds, and we trust that every effort will be 
made to retain his services. It also seems to us that if 
an Executive Officer and one or two watch officers could 
be detailed for duty by the Navy Department, and in 
addition two regular teachers could be appointed by the 
Board, it would enable Captain Patterson to continue 
the good work so auspiciously begun, and thereby place 
the ship, as it should be, in the foremost rank as a train- 
ing ship for the merchant service, to which the best and 
most intelligent young men would turn for instruction. 
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By ofifering a number of scholarships to the boys who 
graduate with honor from our schools, say for a term of 
six months, or one cruise, at the option of the recipient, 
the public would realize that the St. Mary's is not a re- 
form ship, but a Nautical School in which the best in- 
struction in seamanship is given, and admission to which 
would be considered a prize worthy of the highest en- 
deavor.
